Insurgent dispatches reported 
gains up to six miles in the first 
day's fighting along the Tagus Riv- 
er south of Madrid and in Estre- 
madura province in Southwestern 
Spain.

Chamberlain disclosed that Her- 
bert von Dirksen, the German Am- 
bassador, had called at the Foreign 
Office to deny the alleged motives. 

The News Chronicle said Ger- 
many had plotted a long-range 
plan for cutting vital French and 
British lines of communication to 
their respective colonies and for 
using air bases in Spain and Por- 
tugal.

Chamberlain also denied that 
Italy had made an insurgent vic- 
tory in Spain the only settlement 
of the Spanish Civil War which 
could bring into operation the Brit- 
ish-Italian accord.

So 
again I took a chance and dipped 
as low as possible with my altime- 
ter registering 2000 feet, but I saw 
nothing. I dared not go lower as 
the clouds play tricks and pranks in 
in the hills so up I went among the 
clouds again. '

The drumming of the engine was 
eoothing.

N R L B Makes Public Statistics 
on Voting Under Bargain- 
ing Agent.

WASHINGTON, July 21.—Th 
C I O has entered and won more 
collective bargaining elections un- 
der the Wagner Act than has the 
American Federation of Labor, the 
National Labor Relations Board 

disclosed today. 

The C I O won 81.7 per cent of 
the 557 board-conducted elections 
in which it took part between Octo- 
ber, 1935, and January, 1938. 

In the same period the A. F. of 
L. won 56.1 per cent of 453 elec- 
tions, standard independent unions 
56 per cent of 25 elections, and 
company unions, on the ballot in 
212 elections, captured 48.6 per 
cent. 

The analysis disclosed that in 
74.8 per cent of 966 elections, em- 
ployes given a chance to choose a 
representative for collective bar- 
gaining, named an established 
trade union of national or interna- 
tional affiliation. 

A. F. of L. and the C I O unions 
were rivals in 208 of the 966 elec- 
tions, the former winning 48 and 
the latter 160.

APPROVED IN COUNTY 


$600,000 From W P A Sought 
for 4-Story Structure; Elec- 
tion on Bonds Aug. 2. 


Plans for a large new: St. Louis 
County Courthouse at Clayton to re- 
place the present antiquated struc- 
ture were approved by the County 
Court today in connection with ap- 
plication to be made immediately 
for a $600,000 P W A grant. An 
$850,000 bond issue for the building 
will be submitted in the primary 
Aug. 2, requiring a two-thirds ma- 
jority for passage. 

The present site, bounded by For- 
sythe boulevard and Carondelet, 
Central and Meramec avenues, 
would be enlarged by the addition 
of the park in the block to the 
south, extending to Bonhomme ave- 
nue. The county owns the park 
and the intervening block of Caron- 
delet avenue, which would be 
closed. On the enlarged site, the 
center of the new building would 
be on the location of the latter 
street, with the main entrance fac- 
ing north toward Forsythe. 

Of colonial design, with walls of 
red brick, trimmed with limestone, 
the courthouse would be four 
stories high, plus a 40-foot orna- 
mental tower, with total height of 
96 feet. Overall dimensions would 
be 251x258 feet, but the building 
would be in an H-shape, with the 
central bar of the H running east 
and west. 


The plans were submitted by 
Walter L. Rathmann of Klipstein 
& Rathmann, and Joseph D. Mur- 
phy .of Murphy, Wischmeyer & 
Fitch, architects employed by the 
County Court. 

On the ground floor will be the 
following facilities: Police Court 
(anticipating transfer of jurisdic- 
tion over traffic and other misde- 
meanor cases from Justices of the 
Peace), Coroner’s court and morgue, 
jailer’s residence, Election Board 
quarters, State Security Commis- 
sion and State employment offices, 
Highway Engineer’s and plumbing 
inspector’s offices, public ussembly 
room seating 750 persons and stor- 
age vaults. 

The so-called first floor, reached 
by the main entrance, though well 
above ground, would have the fol- 
lowing offices: Collector, Assessor, 
Recorder of Deeds, Probate Court, 
County Court, County Clerk, Comp- 
troller, Public Administrator, Trea- 
surer, purchasing agent, Jury Com- 
mission, Superintendent of Schools, 
State income tax and press room. 


On the second floor would be: 
Eight courtrooms (there now are 
four divisions of Circuit Court), 
law library, lawyers’ room, Circuit 
Clerk, grand jury room, centre! 
jury assembly room (for future 
use), Prosecuting Attorney, Shoriff 
and two sets of sleeping quarters 
for petit juries. The third floor, 
built only on the east-west center 
section, would be the jail, with 
cells for 132 men and 12 women 
and with hospital isolation units, 
laundry and kitchen.

OFFER MADE TO SETTLE 
CITY BUILDING STRIKE 


Efficiency Board Will Recommend 
25 Cents an Hour Pay Rise if 
Walkout Is Ended. 

After a meeting today with lead- 
ers of striking building trades me- 
chanics, who walked off city jobs 
last week in support of demands 
for higher wages and other conces- 
sions, Chairman Maurice J. Cas- 
sidy of the Efficiency Board told 
reporters the board would recom- 
mend a wage increase of 25 cents 
an hour demanded by hoisting en- 
gineers if the strike was called off. 

Cassidy said the labor leaders 
were told the recommendation 
would be made after the Board of 
Aldermen reconvenes next Sept. 30. 
It is necessary for the Board of 
Aldermen to amend the standardiza_ 
tion ordinance to change the wage 
scale to $1.75 and $2 an hour. No 
agreement was reached on calling 
off the strike, the unions continuing 
to press a demand for an increase 
of $1 a day for city laborers. Strik- 
ers picketed the. City Hall again 
today. 

An agreement between the Mu- 
nicipal Contractors’ Association 
and the engineers calling for the 
$1.50 and 31.75 hourly wage the 
city had been paying was shown 
to members of the Board of Public 
Service today. A member of the 
union, questioned about the agree- 
ment, which was to run to 1939, as- 
serted it was no longer in effect.

Recommendations that the Blan- 
ton Co,, 318 South Second street, 
makers of oleomargarine, be or- 
dered to recognize a CIO union as 
the collective bargaining agency 
for all production and maintenance 
workers and rehire nine strikers 
were contained in a National Labor 
Relations Board trial examiner’s re- 
port issued today. 

Examiner Hugh C. McCarthy, 
who conducted a hearing on charges 
of unfair labor practices 

the firm, from June 16 to 21, held 
the company had violated the Wag- 
ner Act in its relations with em- 
ployes before and after a strike in 
June and July of 1937. McCarthy 
found for the company in stating 
that six former workers listed in 


the complaint were not fired for 
union activities and need not be 
reinstated. 

The CIO- affiliated United 
Creamery Workers of America, Mc- 
Carthy found, had as members 103 
of the company’s 106 eligible work- 
ers at the time of the dispute. The 
company, he said, refused to bar- 
gain collectively with the organiza- 
tion, and encouraged members to 
abandon it. 

The examiner found also that the 

company had violated the act by 
threatening to close its St. Louis 
plant, uttering disparaging remarks 
about the union, attempting to co- 
erce employes on strike, threaten- 
ing to fire workers who failed to 
attend. strike-breaking meetings, 
and by offering wage increases and 
possible vacations as inducements 
for employes to quit the union. 
McCarthy called attention to the 
testimony of D. A. Blanton, presi- 
dent of the firm, that he “was fol- 
lowing my friend Tom Girdler” in 
refusing to sign a contract with a 
union, and testimony of other wit- 
nesses who quoted Blanton as de- 
claring he would not sign a con- 
tract with the C I O “until the 
cows come home.” 
Strikers whom the firm refused 
to reinstate after a temporary set- 
tlement of the dispute last summer, 
were called “slackers” and “loaf- 
ers,” but McCarthy said there was 
in many instances no “strong and 
convincing evidence as to their 
competency and efficiency.” The 
examiner held that “meager” data 
supplied by the company indicat- 
ed it had argued erroneously that 
a slump in rales was responsible 
for several men not being rehired. 
In recommending, an-order for 
reinstatement of workers, the ex- 
aminer also recommended dismis- 
sal of persons hired to replace the 
old employes, and back pay to be 
given to the nine persons. The re- 
port included the usual 10-day 
period for the company to report 
the extent of its compliance or to 
file exceptions. 

The company president, assert- 
ing that the examiner’s findings 
were “no surprise to me,” said the 
company would file exceptions to 
the report,

HEARING ON BILL 10 
LINDELL BUILDING LINE} 


Zoning Board Defers Action— | 


25-Ft. Limit, Grand to Kings- 
highway, Proposed. — 


Bills avocated by the General 
Council on Civic Needs, to estab- 
lish a 25-foot building line on Lin- 
dell boulevard; between Grand 
boulevard and Kingshighway, were 
taken under advisement by the Zon- 


dermen following a public hearing 
yesterday. The board will not meet 
again until Sept. 30. 

One of the bills, of general appli- 
cation, would amend the basic zon- 
ing code to permit such building 
line rules in commercial zones. Lin- 
dell is zoned for commerce between 
Spring and Boyle avenues and for 
multiple dwelling districts in the 
other stretches involved. The Lin- 
dell building line would be fixed 
by the other bill, through a change 
in classification to adopt for the 


whole thoroughfare the line now 
followed on a majority of the 
frontage. 

Advocates of Plan. 

Frank E. Lawrence Jr., secretary 
of the General Council on Civic 
Needs, urged approval of the meas- 
ures as a means of retaining prop- 
erty values and preserving’ the 
character of the street. He said 
this was desired by many property 
owners and would be in the inter- 
est of the city generally. It would 
establish a uniform rule and keep 
up the appearance of the section, 
he added. There have been several 
instances of commercia] structures 
erected close to the sidewalk. 

Other advocates of the proposal 
included Charles F. Ballak, repre- 


senting the Masonic and Scottish} 


Rite temples, in the block between 
Grand and Spring; Dr. Emil A. 
Burst, representing the St. Louis 
Medical Society, 3839 Lindell; Gus- 


| tav Vahlkamp, representing the 


Automobile Club of Missouri, 3917 
Lindell, and Barry P. Craven, valu- 
ation engineer for the Assessor, ap- 
pearing as an individual interested 
in property on the street. 

Ballak said that most lots were 
of ample depth for the proposed 
building line and spoke of the large 
investments in the two fraternal 
buildings and the neighboring struc- 
tures of St. Louis University, Vahl- 
kamp, mentioning the club’s recent 
expenditure to remodel the old Co- 
lumbian Club building, asserted that 
Lindell had been advertised inter- 
nationally as a show street. Craven 
asserted that anyone erecting. a 
building of monumental character 
on Lindell would want it to stand 
back from the street. He urged 
the change be made at least west 
of Boyle. 

Opposition to Bill. 

Ralph D’Oench, real estate deal- 
er at 3930 Lindell, opposed the plan. 
Some of the lots were only 92 feet 
deep, he said, and the new classifi- 
cation would require 15-foot back 
yards, as well as the front setback. 
Some of the property could only be 
utilized to advantage for full-area 
commercial use, he insisted, calling 
the district a “blighted area” at 
present. After a recent sale of 
property on Lindell, west of Vande- 
venter avenue, for commercial use, 
the city refused a building permit 
because the structure was not to 
be set back, although there was no 
existing authority for refusal, 
D’Oench asserted. 

Clarence C. Lang, executive sec- 
retary of the Real Estate Ex- 
change; William R. Cady, vice-pres- 
ident of Mississippi Valley Trust 
Co-, and Eugene W. Christy of Cen- 
tral States Life Insurance Co., 3663 
Lindell, opposed the bill to permit 
application of building line rules to 
commercial zones generally.

JAPANESE MOVE 


UP FRESH TROOPS. 


Warships Transport Heavy 
Reinforcements, Appar- 
ently for Thrust Over 
Lake Poyang. 


By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, July 21.—Japanese 
warships began today the transport 
of heavy reinforcements into * 
Upper Yangtze battle area, where 
tie Jepasens Army is stalled in its 
drive toward Hankow. 

From their precarious positions 
along the south bank of the Yang- 
tze, the Japanese today tried anoth- 
er bombing attack in the Kiukiang 
sector, 136 miles down river from 
Hankow. 

Chinese acocunts said more than 
300 bombs were dropped in the vi- 
cinity of Kiukiang, and that 80 
persons were killed and a number 
injured at Siaokiapo, which was 
wrecked. 

The troop concentrations appar 
ently were.in preparation for a 
push into Lake Poyang, to which 
the Yangtze is linked south of Ki- 
ukiang. 

Chinese air headquarters an- 
nounced several Japanese trans- 
ports had arrived off Hukow, only 
to be bombarded by Chinese planes, 
One of the river craft was said to 
have been sunk. 

Japanese planes raided Kiukiang 
and the surrounding area almost 
continuously yesterday. Other Jap- 
anese squadrons bombed Chinese 
positions along the river between 
Kiukiang and Hankow. 

A Japanese spokesman said 17 
Chinese planes were damaged or 
destroyed in Tuesday’s raid ‘on 
Hankow and that two Chinese 
Yangtze River vessels had been 
sunk, ~ 

A Japanese naval officer an- 
nounced Japanese planes bombed 
and sank two Chinese gunboats, a 
munitions transport and loaded 
lighters on Taungting Lake. Two 
other gunboats; he said, were se 
verely damaged. 


TESTIMONY ON PLAN TO WIPE 
OUT STOCK IN ROCK ISLAND 


par mee ‘Proposal Before I © 


WASHINGTON, July 21.— A 
group of bondholders of the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island & Pacific Rail- 
road offered evidence to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission today 
in support of their proposal for 
reorganization procedure which 
would wipe out present stock hold- 
ings in the company. The St. Louis 
& San Francisco Railroad has an 
investment of $10,506,000 in Rock 
Island common stock. 

The plan was submitted by the 
protective committee for the first 
and refunding and mortgage 4 per 
cent and the secured 4% per cent 
bonds. It proposes to reduce the 
funded debt from $331,374,432 to 
$182,951,771 and 2 charges 
from $69,185,942 to $1,598,547 for 
the first five years after reorgan- 
ization and to $2,874,580 thereafter. 

J. D. Farrington, chief operating 
officer of the Rock Island, testi- 
fied he believed the railroad could 
operate under the arrangement. 

The plan calls for total capital- 
ization of about $381,000,000. It 
also calls for a $22,772,650 rehabili- 
tation program for the line. 

The committee said it had come 
to the conclusion that Rock Island 
stock has no actual value, and that 
no provision could be made for 
present stockholders without in- 
jury to the interests of the cred- 
itors. »

Stockholder Says Firm Should 
Not Pay, Expense of 
Receivership Case. 


Circuit Judge William 8. Con- 
nor’s action in dismissing the Ham- 
ilton-Brown Shoe Co. receivership 
proceedings, and assessing the 
costs against the company's treas- 
ury was attacked as illegal in a 
petition filed last night by Circuit 
Judge Thomas J. Rowe Jr., owner 


of 200 shares of stock in the com- 
pany. 

No estimate of the costs appears 
in the petition, but Judge Rowe 
said he thought they would amount 
to $60.000 

Jndge Rowe's petition, filed by 
by Attorney Ford W. Thompson, 
charges that the plaintiff in the 
receivership suit, Ralph B. Brun- 
drett, was not required to post a 
bond, and that for this reason the 
subsequent proceedings in the re- 
ceivership case, including the ap- 
pointment of James A. McKeown 
as receiver May 3, were illegal. 

Since the plaintiff, Brundrett, ap- 
plied last week for the order va- 
cating the receivership, Judge 
Rowe alleges that the plaintiff 
should have been charged with the 
costs. Had he been required to 
post a bond, the bond would have 
provided for the costs. Since there 
was no bond, Rowe states, the costs 
were charged against the company, 
to the injjury of its stockholders. 

Proceedings Called Illegal. 

Judge Rowe further charges that 
last week’s proceedings were illegal 
because he, Rowe, had then, and 
still has, an appeal pending in the 
State Supreme Court. He previ- 
ously sought to file an intervening 
petition in the receivership case, 
was overruled by Judge Connor 
and appealed to the Supreme Court, 
where he has perfected his appeal, 
and it is now docketed for a hear- 
ing. 

Hs asks the court not to permit 
any of the company’s assets to be 
used in payment of the costs until 
the facts alleged by him can be 
established. 

As has been told, a syndicate 
headed by W. L. Collins acquired 
control of a majority of stock of 
the Hamilton-Brown Co. in negotia- 
tions which were concluded last 
Friday, and dismissal of the re- 
ceivership action followed. Judge 
Connor was fishing at Van Buren, 
Mo., and Collins went there in an 
airplane, accompanied by Samuel 
H. Liberman, attorney for the plain- 
tiff Brundrett, to get the Judge’s 
approval of the stipulation dismiss 
ing the receivership suit. 

Papers Filed Four Minutes Late. 

The reason for haste was that 
it was desired to get the stipula- 
tion filed at the Courthouse before 
midnight Friday, when the syndi- 
cate’s option on the controlling 
block of the company’s stock ex- 
pired. It was 12:04 a. m. Satur- 
day when the papers were filed at 
the Courthouse, but the lawyers 
said the validity of the sale would 
not be affected. Collins said the 
syndicate was to pay about 3500, 
000 for the controlling stock inter- 
est, 115,000 of the 196,500 shares, 

Judge Connor’s action in dismiss- 
ing the receivership proceeding has 
been attacked by the United Shoe 
Workers of America, C I O affili- 
ate, who claim $125,000 back wages 
on the basis of a National Labor 
Relations Board intermediate re- 
port that employes at Union, Mo., 
were discharged in violation of the 
Wagner Act.

the State Penitentiary here was an- 
nounced yesterday by Sam E. Trim- 
ble, Springfield, chairman of the bi- 
partisan advisory board.

Park, in his 
second political appearance since 
his retirement from office, charged 
at a political rally here last night 
“Democrats who believe in personal 
liberty are being intimidated” in 
the Douglas-Billings Supreme Court 
nomination race. 
“A pall of fear and hatred hangs 
over the State Capitol of Mis- 
souri,” Park said at a rally of 
supporters of Judge James YV. 
Billings. “Democrats—independent 
Democrats—who. believe in per- 
sonal liberty and who appreciate 
and insist on the right of franchise 
are being intimidated by threats 
of loss of their jobs into writing 
letters to their friends in behalf 
of a candidate. 
“And the letters are being 
dictated for them and they are 
compelled to send these letters. It 
is wrong to steal votes, but it is 
just as wrong to use the power of 
office to intimidate voters to vote 
against the candidate of their 
choice.” 
Park appeared last week at Cam- 
eron, Mo., where he introduced 
Judge Billings at another meet- 
ing.

The audience cheered Park, and 
at one point someone called: 

“We wish we had you instead of 
Stark!” 

Park continued: 

“To talk about the Supreme 
Court and say that one man who 
happens to fill that position is the 
only one qualified to fill it is not 
true. To say that tecause this one 
man does not have the support of 
the organization he cannot be in- 
fluenced is not true. 

If that is true it means that 
every State officer is corrupt be- 
cause he had the same indorsement. 
It means that the present Judges 
who had the same indorsement are 
corrupt.” 

Referring to the celebrated Mis- 
souri fire insurance rate case, Park 
recalled that three Supreme Court 
Judges accepted the settlement. 
“There were three other Judges 
against it,” he said, “and the bal- 
ance of power was held by the 
fourth Judge, who was the ap- 
pointee of the Governor.

Legislation for National Health 
Program to Be Sought in Congress 


Expected to Follow Lines of $850,000,000-a- 
Year Plan Submitted by President’s 
Committee on Medical Care. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 21.—Miss 
Josephine Roche, chairman of the 
President’s Committee on Medical 
Care, said today the next : Congress 
would be asked to authorize a broad 
national health program. 

She declined to discuss its scope, 
but indicated it would be patterned 
after the $850,000,000-a-year plan 
submitted to the National Health 
Conference earlier this week. 


The big question was the prob- : 


able attitude of the American Med- 
ical Association toward such legis- 
lation. Officers of the association 
criticised the committee’s program 
as not answering the problem. of 
obtaining adequate medical care for 
all, 


A. M. A. “Rebels” Meeting. 
It was apparent, however,. that 
the legislation would have the 


backing of a sizable group of doc- 


tors. The Committee of Physicians, 
composed of “rebel” leaders in the 
A. M. A., called a meeting in New 
York today to discuss results of 
the health conference. 

Members of the committee who 
attended the sessions here declared 
they were not representing the en- 
tire group. Individually, however, 
they indorsed the proposals of the 
President’s Committee for Federal 
Subsidization of Medical Care, the 
building of hospitals with Govern- 
ment funds, and efforts to control 
major diseases. 

The $850,000,000 program was not 
put to a vote in the conference, 
which closed yesterday, but dele- 
gates representing labor and farm 
organizations expressed individual 
approval. 

Miss Roche, former assistant Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, told the 
conference: 

“The discussions here have re- 
vealed there is substantial agree- 
ment on fundamental points. We 
believe everyone agrees that a na- 
tional health program should be 
developed and that any such pro- 
gram must of course safeguard and 
advance the quality of medical 
service.” 

Dr. Fishbein’s Speech. 

Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor of the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association, questioning the sound- 
ness of the administration’s pro- 
posed program, likened it yesterday 
to an attempt to fly to Ireland 
without proper equipment. 

Asserting that “medicine is a dif- 
ferent business than flying to Ire- 
land,” the editor of the associa- 
tion’s journal suggested in an ad- 


dress to the conference that it 
needed to determine whether the 
program was a “safe map” for 
charting a future course. 

He made it abundantly clear, in 
restrained language, that ho him- 
self did not regard the program 2s 
the answer to the problem of at- 
taining adequate medical care for 
all and thought it had been pre- 
pared without regard for many fac- 
tors which could not be excluded. 

“A program planned in the light 
of conditions in this country dur- 
ing the past 10 years cannot be a 
far-reaching program planned for 
a nation which is to go forward 
during the next 10 years,” he said. 

Wrong Basis for Program. 
At is inconceivable that any 
nation like the United States can 
look forward to a future in which 
there will always be 11,000,000 work - 
ers unemployed, and yet the health 
program planned here is a program 
planned on the basis of such con- 
ditions,” 

Nevertheless, he asserted the con- 
ference had dramatized medical 
needs and that he intended “to go 
home and to recommend to the 
American medical profession 
that they do all they can to meet 
these immediate and pressing needs 
without sacrificing the standards 
of medical care which will give 
good medical service,” 

Dr. Fishbein declared, however, 
that he was not attacking “Gov- 
ernment medicine” and that physi- 
cians of the country as represent- 
ed by the American Medical As- 
sociation are “willing to co-operate 
with sound, sane, scientific medi- 
cal leadership.” 7 
Speaker Assails A. M. A. Attitude. 

Dr. Robert Osgood, professor 
emeritus of the Harvard University 
school of medicine and one of the 
“rebels” in the Medical Association, 
declared that neither the leaders 
nor the rank and file of that group 
“have realized until recently the 
seriousness of the medical care sit- 
uation of our country.” 

The medical profession can no 
longer remain complacent over the 
existing situation, he added, and it 
| “would seem to be too big for the 
resources of medicine to meet 
alone.” 

If the physicians of the country 
“live up to our creed and continue 
to place the good health of our pa- 
tients before the good contents of 
our pocketbooks” the Government 
and the public can be trusted to 
insure that the welfare of the phy- 
sicians will not be endangered, Dr. 


Osgood added.

“If the present action instituted 
by the Department of Justice, in 
civil proceedings, clarifies the law 
applicable to the complex business 
operations of the motion picture 
industry,” said Hays, “it should pro- 
mote the further progress of the 
screen.” 

“The trade customs of the indus- 
try were born and have developed 
under unique and peculiar necessi- 
ties never before encountered in 
commerce or law,” his statement 
said. 

“In this great field the keenest 
competition always is the order of 
the day. With every studio com- 
peting to produce the best enter- 
tainment, every distributer compet- 
ing for sales, and every theater 
competing for the best film prod- 
uct involving 12,000,000 individual 
transactions every year, the prob- 
lems of trade relations have grown 
with the growth of the industry.” 


ITALY AND HUNGARY LINKED 
POLITICALLY, SAY PREMIERS 


Announcement After 3-Day Con- 
ference in Rome Declares 1934 
Protocols Still Effective. 

By the Associated Press. 

ROME, July 21.—Italy and Hun- 
gary declared yesterday the Rome 
protocols of 1934, by which they 
were once linked politically and eco- 
nomically with Austria, still are ef- 
fective between themselves. 

A communique issued at the close 
of a three-day conference of 
Premier Mussolini with Premier 
Bela Imredi and Foreign Minister 
Koloman von Kanya of Hungary 
said in part: 

“In the course of these talks 
various aspects in the relations be- 
tween Italy and Hungary and with 
other nations, especially those in 
the Danubian basin, were examined 
in detail. A perfect agreement of 
views of the two governments was 
affirmed.” 

The Rome protocols signed 
March 17, 1934, bound the three 
countries to consult one another 
before taking political decisions on 
matters of interest to any or all 
of them, and were intended to pro- 
tect Austrian independence. The 
protocols also included commercial 
and economic accords,

BY BULIVIA, PARAGUAY 


Six Nations to Arbitrate Dis- 
pute; 4 Countries Hail 
Pact With Celebrations.

BUENOS AIRES, July 21. — A 
treaty by which Paraguay and 
Bolivia bound themselves to submit 
their 100-year-old conflict over the 
Gran Chaco wilderness to the 
arbitration of six other American 
nations was signed here today. 


Tne ceremony took piace at 3:15 
p. m. in the White Room of the 
Casa Rosada, Argentina’s presi- 
dential palace, with President Ortiz, 
his Cabinet and representatives of 
the six neutral states looking on. 

The occasion was marked by 
manifestations in most South 
American nations, where it was 
hailed as a landmark in the prog- 
ress of the Americas toward peace. 
The day was a public holiday in 
Argentina, Brazil, Peru and 
Paraguay. 

The treaty ended the second 
phase of long negotiations de- 
signed to prevent resumption of 
the disastrous Chaco War, which 
ended in an armistice three years 
ago. Actual arbitration, by the 
Presidents of the United States, 
Argentina, Brazil, Uruguay, Chile 
and Peru, will be the third stage.

Congressional Investigators 
Say He May Interview 
Employes Freely, With- 
out Hindrance. 


NEEDS NO PERMIT 
FROM COMMITTEE 


Resolution Passed After He 
Charges Counsel Told 
Men Not to Talk, Unless 
Authorized.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., July 21. — 
Congressional investigators.of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority lifted 
restrictions today which prevented 
Arthur E. Morgan from questioning 
TVA employes except by arrange- 
ment with Authority officials and 
committee counsel. 

Representative Jenkins (Rep.), 
Ohio, moved yesterday to permit un- 
restricted questioning after Dr. 
Morgan charged officials had in- 
structed employes “not to talk” to 
him without their permission. 

After an executive session today, 
Jenkins withdrew his original mo- 
tion and substituted the following, 
which passed unanimously: 

“Resolved, That it be the sense of 
this committee that all employes be 
given free opportunity to, confer 
with this committee or any other 
persons designated by the chairman 
with reference to subject matter in 
this investigation, and that it not 
be necessary for such employes to 
make a report thereof to any TVA 
officers either before or after the 
conference.” 

Representative Mead (Dem.), New 
York, said, “This resolution does 
exactly what we all sought.” 

Dr. Morgan then returned to the 
stand to announce he was finished 
for the time being with testimony 
he opened Monday. 


Questions on “Power Yardstick.” 

Senator Schwartz (Dem.), Wy- 
oming, said he would like to ques- 
tion the former T V A chairman 
further on the T V A’s “pawer yard- 
stick” which Dr. Morgan said was 
adopted without his permission or 
knowledge and had been termed 
by T V A Director David E. Lilien- 
thal “little more than a guess.”

Francis Biddle, committee coun- 
sel, asked Dr. Morgan’s opinion on 
the legality of.a contract between 
T V A and Aluminum Co, of Amer- 
ica which the ousted chairman pre- 
viously said left the authority at 
“the mercy of the company.” 

“T V A legal opinions,” Dr. Mor- 
gan said, “were made to fit the de- 
sires of the directors (Lilienthal and 
Harcourt Morgan). That was one 
of the corrupting features of the 
T V A. Anything the directors 
wanted was legal and anything 
they didn’t want was illegal.” 

He explained this did not apply 
to him “because I wasn’t in the 
confidence of the chief T V A coun- 
sel.“ (James Lawrence Fly, gen- 
eral counsel.) 

Says Biddle Curbed Questioning. 

The witness created a stir yester- 
day when he testified he could ques- 
tion T V A employes only in the 
presence of Biddle after arrange- 
ments through T V A officials.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR editorial of July 13, “A Funda- 

mental City Problem,” deserves wide 
reading. The facts are both incontro- 
vertible and discouraging. Few people 
realize the extent of local building demo- 
lition and the consequent headache of the 
City Treasurer—a condition which is be- 
coming chronic.

ONE DIVORCE THAT IS WEEDED. 

The trouble with local government is that it isn’t 
local, That in a sentence is the gist of an address 
which Murray Seasongood, former Mayor of Cin- 
cinnati, made at Harvard the other night. Both par- 
ties, he pointed out, are more interested in patron- 
age and in winning national elections than in the 
quality of municipal government offered. 

Murray Seasongood should know. He was one of 
the leaders in Cincinnati's mighty battle a decade 
ago to throw off a corrupt party machine, and he 
found out how closely the local organization was 
interwoven with the State and national organiza- 
tions. What sort of government Cincinnati enjoyed 
was a secondary consideration; the main thing was 
to keep the Republican party in control there and 
in Ohio and in the nation. Now the tables are turned 
and local Democratic machines are the component 
parts of the national Democratic party’s far-flung 
establishment. There isn’t much to choose between 
a Republican party which establishes a Big Bill 
Thompson in Chicago and a Democratic party which 
gives Kansas City a Pendergast, between a Cox ma- 
chine in Cincinnati and a Crump machine in Mem- 
phis. 

It may be the politician’s way, and it may serve 
the interests of the spoilsmen. The citizen who pays 
the taxes comes out at the little end of the horn. 
American cities need administrators who are hon- 
est and anxious to serve the public interest men 
like Brand Whitlock and “Golden Rule” Jones and 
Hazen Pingree and Tom L. Johnson. They were 
not the products of patronage. They did not come 
up threugh spoils organizations. 

How bad the situation can be, how far the ideal 
can be missed, is demonstrated here in St. Louis, 
where party politics runs not only the local admin- 
istration but controls the selections for the judiciary 
as well. Yet obviously if justice is what the word 
means, there is no Republican way of administering 
it as against a Democratic way. Municipal govern- 
ment will suffer a severe handicap so long as party 
machinery ties it to state and national organizations.

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THE CASE OF JAMES SEWARD. 

In connection with a recent editorial suggesting 
that the Governor of Alabama pardon the remaining 
Scottsboro boys, Albert S. Ennis, an attorney of Fes- 
tus, Mo., asks why we should go to Alabama in the 
interest of justice when “we have in our own Mis- 
sourl Penitentiary a man who is serving a life sen- 
tence for murder and who has been incarcerated for 
more than 17 years, when five co-defendants are all 
free, acquitted by juries.” 

The man in question is James Seward, who was 
originally sentenced to death on the charge of kill- 
ing Andrew Deck, a prohibition informer, at Hercu- 
laneum, Mo., Feb. 20, 1921, and whose sentence was 
later commuted to life imprisonment by ex-Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Hiram Lioyd. Mr. Ennis, who has 
long been interested in the Seward case, says two 
of his co-defendants were acquitted om the defense 
they did not participate in the conspiracy to kill 
Deck, if there was one. The three others were 
acquitted at separate trials on the sole defense, says 
Mr. Ennis, that Seward did not kill Deck. In each 
case, the Judge instructed the jury that, unless it 
believed Seward killed Deck, the defendant at bar 
could not be convicted. 

Seward was tried soon after he was arrested, and 
before certain important facts that might have al- 
tered the result of the trial were discovered. After 
the trials of the co-defendants, according to Mr, 
Ennis, the foreman of the Seward jury wrote the 
Parole Board that, in his opinion, if the evidence 
in the latter cases had been brought before the jury 
in the Seward trial, he would not have been con- 
vieted. 

Seward has been an excellent prisoner, a “trusty” 
for years, and has made himself valuable in the pris- 
on’s construction department. He has had several 
parole hearings, at which no action was taken, and 
is not now scheduled for another hearing. He has 
nothing to look forward to but indefinite incarcer- 
ation. 

It is not often that innocent men are sent to 
prison, but whenever it happens it places a borrible 
weight on the conscience of the community, Can it 
be that Seward is one of these unfortunates? If so, 
the 17,years he has been in a cell is an gon. In any 


event, here is a case which deserves the prompt and

" The Labor Board and the Bill of Rights 


New Deal newspapers takes N LR B to task for forbidding employers to present their 
side of unionization controversies to workers; carried to logical conclusion, policy 
would prohibit company from discussing anything with workers; says Wagner Act 
did not repeal Bill of Rights and criticizes the board for exposing itself to attack.

AS it become a crime for an employer 

to voice his opinions? Does the Wag- 

ner Act provide that a union may say 
what it pleases about an employer but that 
an employer may not say what he pleases 
about a union so long as he does not threat- 
en or coerce his employes? 

The National Labor Relations Board, we 
are sorry to report, seems to be moving rap- 
idly toward such astonishing assumptions. 
We have a great deal of respect for the work 
of the N L R B, but when even the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union opens an investiga- 
tion of charges that the board has invaded 
the Bill of Rights, it is high time for liberals 
to take stock. 

Three specific instances have cropped up 
in the last few days: 

1, The board’s ruling that a Maryland shoe 
manufacturer violated the Wagner Act when 
he permitted an employe to distribute a 
booklet containing an anti-C I O speech in 
— — by Representative Hoffman of 


2. The finding of an N L R B examiner 
that Henry Ford violated the law when he 
gave to his employes reprints of a newspaper 
interview denouncing labor unions and the 
Wagner Act. 

3. The decision of the board throwing out 
the record in the case against a Texas news- 
paper on the grounds that its own examiner 
happened to read an editorial in that news- 
paper which criticised the N LR B. 

In the Texas incident, we are frankly flab- 
ergasted by the notion that the reading of 
an anti-N L R B editorial should automat- 
ically disqualify one of NL R B's own en- 
aminers. On that basis, no Federal, state 
or local Judge should be allowed to read 
newspapers at all. 

In the Maryland case, the booklet dis- 
tributed was a trashy affair and the Hoff- 
man speech a reactionary tirade. In the 
Ford case, we disagree thoroughly with Mr. 
Ford's observations, 

But we also seem to remember that the 
first amendment to the Constitution reads: 
“Congress shall make no law respecting an 
establishment of religion, or prohibiting the 
free exercise thereof; or abridging the free 
dom of speech or of the press. 

We believe also in the dictum of Voltaire: 
“I do not agree with anything you say, but 
I will defend to the death your right to say 
2 * . 


In view of the barrage of criticism leveled | 


against it by reaction, we would have ex- 
pected the N L R B to lean 

borderline cases, above all in cases where 
the question of freedom of speech is in any 
way involved. 

It is true that in no case has the NL RB 
eracked down on an employer solely because 
he distributed anti-union literature. But in 
each of these cases distribution of anti- 
union literature has been cited as a deter- 


‘mining factor in the board’s decision. 


All this lends color to a statement made 
in recent labor negotiations, when.a nego- 
tiator told an employer: ; 

“We don't choose to make a false 
to our members about these negotiations. 
But if we did choose, we could lie about you, 
and you could not refute the lie without 
infringing the Wagner Act.” 

The Wagner Act does not say that. But 
the N L. BR B has led some labor leaders to 
believe that it does, and no genuine service 
is done labor by fostering that notion. 

It will be unfortunate for labor if it, too, 
does not fight this apparent over-zealousness 
in its behalf by the N L R B. 

For, if one Government agency can nullify 
the Bill of Rights to deny freedom of speech 
to an employer, it will be equally possible 
for some other Government agency at some 
other time to deny freedom of speech to 
labor. 

The Wagner Act seeks to protect labor 
from employer coercion. But a verbal at- 
tack upon the CI O, the A. F. of L. or the 
NL B does not constitute coercion, per 
se. In none of the instances cited did the 
employers threaten any employe or group of 
employes. Beyond question, the employers 
sought to influence the employes—but if 
that is a crime then the Constitution is a 
dead letter. 

Indeed, this theory, carried to its logical 


‘conclusion, would make it a major peril for 


to weaken labor and to “get” the board— 
by stripping it of its powers to the point 
of emasculation. : 

The NL R B rolled up an excellent record 
without resort to this attempted gagging of 
employers, Let it continue that record— 
that way.

SINCLAR LEWIS TO TRY 
HIS HAND AT ACTING 


Author to Be Hero of Cohasset 


(Mass.) Staging of His ‘It 
Can’t Happen Here.’ 


By the Associated Press. 
COHASSET, Mass., July 21— 
Sinclair Lewis, Nobel prize novel- 


ist who temporarily is turning ac- 
tor for the summer tourist trade, 
is ready to make his professional 
bow July 25 in Cohasset’s Town 
Hall. 

“It’s beyond all belief that Bos- 
ton with its tradition of culture 
and its history in thé» American 
theater, should be without a play 
at this time—or any time—and its 
people forced to go to Cohasset to 
see one,” Lewis, who will play the 
lead, that of an anti-Fascist Ver- 
mont newspaper man, in a dra- 
matic adaptation of his own book, 
“It Can’t Happen Here,” said to- 
day. “We talk about being su- 
perior to communistic Russia, but 
at the same time we have cities 
like Boston lacking in theater—one 
of the most definite signs of cul- 
ture and civilized enjoyment of 
life.” 

Lewis, who in his novels has por- 
trayed the “Babbitts” of life and 
the narrow minds along any town’s 
“Main Street,” also commented on 
theater-less Cambridge. 

“Has Cambridge, site of Harvard 
University, given up its traditions 
also?” asked Lewis, who got his 
first training in histrionics with 
Yale student players 

Striving hard to be “as god as 
the average bum professional“ 
when he takes to the boards, Lewis 
is in real earnest to portray his 
editor, “Doremus Jessup,” although 
he admitted the trials which faced 
the editor of his play in a Fascist 
America will never come to pass. 

“Of course it always could hap- 
pen here,” he smiled. “but there is 
not much chance. The American 
people may yield this way and that, 
but not on a question like Fas- 
cism.” a 

But he did not take to the stage 
to give America any message“ 
that it should change its theater 
ideas to favor plays of a sociologi- 
cal flavor, particularly. 

“The American theater should 
not confine itself to any one type 
of production,” he said. “There 
should be plenty of good plays, but 
they should be diverse in their 
themes.” 

Nor will he remain long in the 
theater as an actor, no matter what 
his success may be.

Discussing Southern claims to 
advantages that included lower liv- 
ing costs, the Governor said: “If 
the South has those conditions 
which the North does not have, 
then they should not be granted a 
lower freight rate in order to 
cripple the industries of the north.” 
He said the claims to which he 
referred were made in advertise- 
ments published in magazines and 
newspapers by the Southeastern 
Governors’ Conference.

Ickes, who as Secretary of the 
Interior has control over the coun- 
try’s helium supply, has refused 
consistently to sell the non-inflam- 
mable gas abroad until he has what 
he calls satisfactory guarantees 
that it will not be used for military 


ses. 

The law that he is charged with 
administering says this country 
may not export helium in “quant> 
ties of military importance.” 

J can’t reconcile what he (Ros- 
endahl) says now with what he said 
in his book,” Ickes said.

HE highest paid entertainer in 

the world—the British come- 

dienne, Gracie Fields—makes 
her first appearance on the Ameri- 
can screen in We're Going to Be 
Rich,” which the St. Louis Theater 
has booked for the week beginning 
tomorrow.

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How Lack of 
Vitamin B May 
Affect Body 


Doctor Says Research Indi- 
cates Deficiency Can Re- 
sult in Multiple Neuritis.

ECENTLY we referred to Vita- 

min B as the adult vitamin — 

the vitamin which advanced 
medical thought is pointing to as 
being particularly likely to be de- 
ficient in the adult dietary. 


Particular researches which sug- 
gest this conclusion are as fol- 
lows: 


Nervous system—changes in the 
peripheral nerves leading to mul- 
tiple neuritis may be produced as- 
cording to Wolbach “by means of 
a diet adequate in all respects ex- 
cept in Vitamin B,“ and this is ac- 
companied by enlargement of the 
heart, dropsy and atrophy of mus- 
cles. These nervous degenerations 
are the same whether they are ac- 
tually called human beri-beri, such 
as is observed in Oriental countries 
from eating milled rice, or in hu- 
man alcoholic neuritis, or in human 
neuritis due to digestive disturb- 
ances which prevent the full utili- 
gation of Vitamin B in the diet. 
These symptoms are completely 
cleared up by adding the vitamin 
to the diet. 


Heart symptoms—Animals on a 
Vitamin B deficient diet develop a 
slow heart according to the work 
of Carter and Drury. The signs 
of heart failure which accompany 
neuritis were mentioned above. 


Digestive system—Sherman has 
noted that lack of Vitamin B im- 
mediately affects the appetite, and 


when the vitamin is added the ap- 
petite returns with a rush. Cow- 
gill and Gilman found lack of 
stomach secretions in animals de- 
prived of the vitamin and Sure and 
Harrelson found the pancreas se- 
cretion in man diminished. Mo- 
Carrison reports correction of at- 
ony of the colon by means of feed- 
ing Vitamin B concentrate. 


Siddall has used Vitamin Bl in 
the toxaemia of the expectant 
mother and believes that it oper- 
ates by stimulating the pituitary 
gland. In fact, his experiments 
indicate that the vitamin is essen- 
tial for the normal function of the 
pituitary gland. 


On the skin and hair, Lepkovsky 
has found that in animals Vitamin 
B will cure a dietary deficiency. It 
was also found that using crystal- 
line Vitamin B would prevent the 
natural graying of the hair in rats. 
It also has the action of restoring 
the normal pigmentation to gray 
hair. Requiring eight weeks for 
the change in rats, the process 
would require five years in man, 
according to estimate.

The Secret Service fell upon him en masse, supported 
by local police, and gave him the bum’s rush.

WITH UNERRING judgment, small boys and beautiful (grown-up) 
girls spot the Secret Service men as the glamor boys of a presidential 
caravan, which includes famous correspondents, breath-taking Senators 
and silver-tongued Representatives, intimates of the President himself.

N Alva, Ok., lived a young man 

who had one of the surest quali- 

fications for success—willingness 
to accept responsibility, He not only 
accepted it, but welcomed it. His 
name was Hugh S. Johnson. Most 
young men of his age were inclined 
to do only what they had to do; 
but Hugh S. Johnson looked for 
ways to make himself useful. He 


had a theory that if you are useful, 
your reward will come. His father 
was a postmaster, and young Hugh 
took the responsibility of getting the 
letters to the addresses and the 
mail to the trains. 

He got an appointment at West 
Point and, after a time, became a 
Second Lieutenant. 

When this country declared war 
in 1917, there were probably a thou- 
sand army captains all eager to 
get ahead. Johnson was just one 
in that thousand. But he was will- 
ing to do something the others 
would not do—accept responsibility. 
He was one among a number of 
army men called to prepare a 
draft. The others hesitated and 
quibbled, but he turned in and 
wrote it in a week.

Now came the test. Millions of 
registration cards had to be print- 
ed and distributed, but this could 
not be done without an order from 
Congress. But Congress delayed— 
and men were dying in France. 


The young Captain waited— 
Congress still delayed. And then 
he decided to do something almost 
unheard of in Washington—take 
the responsibility on his own shoul- 
ders of getting the registration 
cards printed and ready for distri- 
bution.
